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Let there be light at the Lyric! 


WEST Dorset District Council has helped 
the Lyric Theatre see the light by approving 
new ‘slimlite’ double glazing - suitable for 
listed buildings - to replace the venue’s di¬ 
lapidated windows. 

The application for the new windows, which will re¬ 
tain wooden frames, was approved last month in what 
has been called a ‘landmark moment’. 

It’s thought that the Lyric is one of the first listed 
buildings in Dorset to be allowed to use this new glaz¬ 
ing, which is thinner than standard glazing. 

Cllr Dave Rickard said: “The decision to allow the 
windows to be replaced with like for like wooden 
frames - handmade by a bespoke joiner to keep the 
original style and design - but with slimlite double 
glazed units in place of single glazing is a landmark 
moment. 

“Although some enlightened councils have allowed 
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double glazing in listed buildings for a few years now, 
West Dorset has vehemently been unmoveable on 
this. 

“To get the development control committee to ac¬ 
cept that the benefit of energy saving, heat saving, 
money saving, sound insulating double glazing, in 
making the Lyric an economically viable and more 
usable and comfortable community space for all the 
arts, outweighed the stubborn adherence to an out of 
date rule was a watershed moment. 

“It will now be a benchmark for other listed build¬ 
ings that struggle to keep the fabric of their buildings 
in good order and struggle with heating bills.” 

The windows at the Lyric Theatre - a Grade II listed 
building in Barrack Street that was bought by Niki 
McCretton in 2011 - have been in a very poor state 
of repair for a long time, allowing water ingress and 
damaging the fabric of the building, and there is a 
need to replace them. 

Many of them have been completely boarded up, 
which has a severe impact on natural light inside the 
venue, meaning the lighting bill is very high. 

The team at the Lyric, thought to be Bridport’s old¬ 
est theatre, launched a five-week fundraising cam¬ 
paign ‘Let There Be Light at the Lyric Theatre’ in 
2015 to reinstate the windows, aiming to raise £9,850. 

The campaign managed to raise £14,000 and now 
with the plans approved, work can start on replacing 
the old windows, with new ones that follow the same 
design. 

Niki McCretton said: “I am so thrilled that we can 
now begin to replace the boarded up windows with 
beautiful handmade windows using this innovative

glazing that will make this wonderful historic build¬ 
ing more environmentally sustainable. 

“Thank you to all those who gave generously to 
make this happen and have campaigned for this im¬ 
portant part of the restoration of the Lyric Theatre and 
to architect Terry Pinto who donated his expertise and 
time to the Lyric.” 

The plans include replacing the windows with 
12mm slimlite glazing and wooden frames, which 
will look the same as the original ones. 

Terry Pinto, of PAAD Architects, said: “We are 
more than aware of the issues facing it and donated 
our services for free. 

“We care deeply about sustainability, design and our 
heritage, so it was blindingly obvious that a sensitive 
but eco-minded approach was needed. 

“We have specified state of the art super thin glazing 
in traditional joinery, so the windows, whilst looking 
like the original ones, perform way and above tradi¬ 
tional glazing. 

“We are so proud that we have set a precedent in 
Dorset, as the Lyric Theatre will be the first listed 
building in the county that uses this glazing exten¬ 
sively, and proves that we can still have beautiful 
listed buildings which are kind to the environment.” 

The new windows will benefit a range of groups, 
including the puppet club and Bearkat Bistro that op¬ 
erate in the theatre. 

John Dalton, a regular steward and maintenance 
volunteer, said: “These windows will make a huge 
difference to the many companies that come to the 
Lyric to develop new theatre, working during the day 
in the auditorium for weeks on end. 

“It is a fantastic space to work in - 40ft by 30ft - 
and the new windows will look splendid from inside, 
which is the only place you can really get a good view 
of them.

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“Having double glazing instead of plain glass is im¬ 
portant for conservation as well as comfort - the last 
thing Friends of the Lyric want to happen is the new 
frames going rotten because of condensation pooling 
in the glazing bars! 

“And towering from head height to 18ft above the 
floor, no one will even realise they are double glazed 
as the modem slimlite glass is less than half the thick-

• WHAT brought you to Lyme Regis? 

We came to Lyme Regis 2006, so have been here for 10 
years now. We came as we wanted a change for our 
children and used to come down here for our holidays 
and stay at Haye Farm and Monkton Wylde. Paul's father 
used to live in Halstock and they used to have a caravan 
at Freshwater beach. We loved it here and took a 
chance to move away from family and friends and find 
new jobs. 



We like to take part in community events to be a part 
of the community and encourage the scouts to take 
care of their environment. 


• HOW did you get involved in Scouting? 

I have been in Scouting for most of my life. My father 
was into Scouting leader training and I went to my first 
camp at a few months old when we lived in Cyprus. 

When we lived in Germany we took part in lots of in¬ 
ternational camps with Scouts from Europe and USA. 
My mother was Akela of Cubs and, when I was old 
enough at 18,1 became a leader.

• WHAT do you enjoy about being a Scout leader? 

I like being a leader as you can see the young people 
develop in their confidence and thinking. It is fun and 
the leaders have just as much fun as the Scouts do. As 
a leader you learn new skills, meet other like-minded 
people and have the privilege to help children achieve 
their potential. 

I have seen seen children start as Beavers at the age 
of six feeling nervous, not confident, insular, and finish 
Scouts with us at the age of 14 confident, knowl- 
edgable, able to do things they thought they would 
never be able to do. When the scouts leave at 14 there 
is the opportunity to stay in Scouting by joining Ex¬ 
plorer Scouts aged 14 to 18 at Axe Air Explorers. This is 
the Explorer unit for our group in East Devon and they 
are based in Beer. Our young leaders are affiliated to 
this group and join in with their activities and courses. 


• TELL us about your recent awards... 

I have received two awards recently; one was my 10 
year service award and the other was the Chief Scouts 
Commendation Award for Good Service. This given in 
respect of not less than five years of good service which 
stands out. It is regarded as the Chief Scout's recogni¬ 
tion of the very real contribution made to the associa¬ 
tion by the individual concerned. 


• HOW did you feel to receive the award? 

I was pleasantly surprised to receive this award and it 
means a lot to me as I strive to give our Scouts the best 
experience and opportunities I can. I will wear the 
badge with pride. 


• WHY would you encourage children to get in¬ 
volved with Scouts? 

I would encourage children and adults to join Scouting 
as we believe Scouting changes lives, which is why we 
want every young person in the UK to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be involved. 

Scouts helps children and young adults reach their 
full potential. Scouts develop skills including teamwork, 
time management, leadership, initiative, planning, 
communication, self-motivation, cultural awareness 
and commitment.

NHS DORSET'S CLINICAL COMMISSIONING GROUP SAY DECISION IS UP TO LOCAL DOCTORS

THE Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) has reassured the public that they cannot 
force GP surgeries to close after concerned resi¬ 
dents attended a packed meeting in Beaminster last 
week. 

In their primary care review, the CCG gave one 
potential option for the delivery of this care by re¬ 
ducing the number of surgeries west of Dorchester 
from eight to three or five, delivering all urgent 
primary care services from a single hub location, 
which would be at Bridport Community Hospital. 

At the meeting, organised by the Tollerford Prac¬ 
tice in Beaminster and Maiden Newton, dozens of 
people voiced their objections of the possible clo¬ 
sures and for a potential model of one group of 
general practices to deliver services through a re¬ 
duced number of locations. 

Speaking at the meeting Sue Sutton, head of pri¬ 
mary care, said that there were no proposals in 
place to close any practices and that the CCG 
could not force GP surgeries to close or merge 
with others. 

She said: “General practitioners are part of the 
NHS family but they are independent contractors, 
we can’t force any change, we can tell them what 
we want to buy in terms of services, but we can’t 
make any practice merge, we can’t force any 
change.” 

The crowd heard from local resident Eileen 
Laider, who spoke in support of the great care she 
receives at her GP practice in Maiden Newton and 
would fight “tooth and nail” for it to remain. 

She said: “If you are having a merger from eight 
down to a possible five or three, there has to be a 
closure, there has to be. 

“So what would be the plans if the surgery is 
closed, or the very good treatment that we are get¬ 
ting now has to go elsewhere, what are the plans

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to give us the equipment. Try showing me a better 
one, it is impossible. 

“I have four members of my family who work in 
the NHS - Portsmouth, London, Wales and Nor¬ 
wich - they can’t believe the treatment we get 
from our GP practice, it is second to none and I ab¬ 
solutely will fight for it tooth and nail that it 
doesn’t change. 

“From my personal experience I hope we never 
lose it.” 

Dorset CCG are developing a Primary Care 
Commissioning Strategy as they believe general 
practice in its current form will find it difficult to 
survive if it does not evolve. 

The document suggests that better patient expe¬ 
rience could be achieved by organising GP prac¬ 
tices into larger groups, working together more 
closely with other providers of health and social 
care services. 

And although the CCG stressed they did not have 
the authority to close practices, Dr Blair Miller, the 
CCG’s GP chairman and a doctor at Bridport Med¬ 
ical Centre, did give a “note of caution” that things 
did need to change. 

He said: “One of the reasons we are developing 
this strategy is because 


more resilient so that in the future you will con¬ 
tinue to have exactly the same services that you 
enjoy today. 

“The note of caution is look around you and see 
what is happening. When Dr Bowering in Cross- 
ways [in Broadmayne] handed in his notice and 
left, his single-handed practice closed down 
overnight and patients had six months to decide 
what they wanted to do and they ended up being 
dispersed. 

“I am not saying that is going to happen to you 
at all, but look around at West Dorset, there are a 
lot of small practices and if they are going to sur¬ 
vive into the next 25 years, there has to be a busi¬ 
ness model.” 

“At the moment, if we advertise for a new part¬ 
ner, we might be lucky to get one applicant be¬ 
cause general practice is not viewed as a popular 
career for doctors who come out of medical 
school. The flow of new doctors into the profes¬ 
sion is not guaranteed. 

“The number of trainee doctors in the country at 
large is running at about 60 per cent of the in¬ 
tended total, in Dorset it has been down to below 
50 per cent. 

“For the future we have to think how we can 
make practices more resilient and one way to be 
more resilient is to work as a network of practices 
where you are supporting each other.”

Mr 
Loveridge said the incredible scene was hidden by the mist above the beach, so those below were oblivious 
to the beautiful scene revealed by the video. He said: "I had seen a similar video from Iceland of the mist 
rolling off the cliffs, but there wasn't as much mist as this and it didn't have the sunrise. I was hoping to 
get that shot. I really like that you can see the sun shining down the cliffs." The video was shot between 
8 am and 8.30am and sped up 10 times.

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Passer-by Sarah helps save collapsed cyclist's life 


MEMBERS of the public are being urged to learn CPR 
after the actions of a quick-thinking local woman helped 
save a man’s life. 

Anthony Hodgson, who was visiting family in the area, 
was cycling from Sidmouth to Bridport last month when 
he collapsed at the side of the road near Broadoak. 

A passer-by stopped as she drove passed and noticed 
Anthony was unconscious and called 999, however he 
stopped breathing altogether and she thought he had 
died. 

Sarah Courtney arrived, and although she hadn’t had 


CPR training for around 30 years, she started the life¬ 
saving procedure while on the phone to the paramedics 
who talked her through what to do and encouraged her 
to carry on. She did this for eight minutes until the 
paramedics arrived and used a defibrillator. 

Anthony was taken to Dorset County Hospital where 
he was put in to am induced coma for 48 hours and it 
was not known if he had sustained brain damage through 
lack of oxygen to his brain. 

Fortunately he came out of the coma fine and doctors 
concluded he had been suffering from arrhythmia - heart 


rhythm problems - and he has been fitted with an internal 
defibrillator. 

Sarah said: “It was quite a day and quite scary coming 
across a cyclist in the road who was showing no signs of 
life. I haven’t done any first aid training for over 30 years 
so wasn’t prepared for what I had to do. 

“The ambulance control helped me through everything, 
giving lots of support and encouragement at all times, but 
I remember thinking afterwards how I wish I knew more. 

“My husband and I took a St John Ambulance Essential 
First Aid course and I slightly cringed when hearing 
about all the other things I could have done if I had 
known. The more people who learn basic first aid is so 
important. 

“So many people said how brave they thought I was 
and how they probably wouldn’t be able to do it. All I 
can say about that is bravery comes from confidence and 
confidence comes from knowledge. 

“If it is not possible to go on a course then the least peo¬ 
ple can do is download the St John Ambulance app onto 
their phones.” 

Anthony is still recovering from the ordeal but is on the 
mend and was able to meet Sarah. 

He said: “Without the decisive actions on the part of an 
ordinary passer-by I would be dead, that is the blunt mes-

sage. It is about people feeling confident they can make 
a difference, it is worth giving it a go, even if they feel 
nervous. 

“The other unsung party is the paramedics on the other 
end of the phone, they were talking Sarah through it and 
telling her to keep going. 

“She was completely brilliant, I think she even sur¬ 
prised herself of what she was capable of. It is such a 
great success story. 

“Anyone is capable of doing it if they have learnt the 
basics and have the courage to do it. 

“I really cannot express my gratitude, it is so huge.”

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More than 400 objections to 
Hawkchurch power station 


A PLANNING application to site a 
power station in Hawkchurch has 
received more than 400 
objections. 

Plans to build a'gas fired energy 
reserve facility' in land off 
Stonebarrow Road is currently 
with planning officers at East 
Devon District Council and 
awaiting decision. 

Stor Power Ltd submitted the 
application, which proposes a 
small scale energy reserve facility 
of up to 20 MW to support 
provision of local power demand. 

They report that the proposed 
development will be 
predominantly housed within one 
main engine hall, which could 
have a maximum footprint of 
45.5m x 20.5m. Attached to the 
hall could be up to ten stacks, each 
13m in height, which residents 
claim is higher than the church. 

Residents have come out in force 
to object to the proposals - there 
are currently 406 individual 
objections listed on the East 
Devon District Council website - 
and have branded it "totally 
inappropriate" and "out of 
character with the area". 

Denise Burton, a resident of 
Hawkchurch, said: "It has all been 
so hush-hush and nobody has 
been able to find out anything 
really about it. It has been done 
very underhandedly. 

"The farmer [the owner of the 
field where the facility is going] 
knew from April that this was 


going to happen, why weren't we 
told anything about it when it was 
considered? 

"We had six days to put in our 
complaint, so the parish council 
managed to get it extended. 

"How they can do that is beyond 
me. We have been here for 20 
years and I don't know how those 
people could do it. We are their 
neighbours for goodness sake." 

A number of other objections on 
the EDDC's planning site 
highlighted that the site is an Area 
of Outstanding Natural beauty 
(AONB), the height of the building 
would be detrimental to the 
landscape, the amount of noise 
from the facility that could affect 
residents,it is inconsistent with the 
local plan and that the village 
already has its fair share of 
renewable energy sources with 
solar farms in the area, as well as 
concerns it will contribute to 
heavier use of commercial 
vehicles at Hunters Lodge, a 
well-known accident blackspot. 

Jon Antoniou, CEO of STOR 
Power Ltd, said: "Overall it is 
concluded that the proposed 
development is acceptable in 
planning terms and meets the 
government's objectives to ensure 
that the UK continues to support 
the transition to a low carbon 
economy and to have a safe, 
secure and reliable supply of 
electricity."

on a points system, and with ex¬ 
cellent examples, it can be the 
finer points of neatness and uni¬ 
formity of cutting, straightness 
of the line of the finished hedge 
and general appearance that 
make the difference to results. 

The results of the Dorset class 
were; Russell Woodham in first 
place, Tim Frampton in second, 
Lydia Lee in third and Edward 
Goodfellow in fourth.

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CAB offers help with energy scheme 


THIS year, Bridport and District Cit¬ 
izens Advice could help residents 
with their energy bills over winter. 

Citizens Advice could help resi¬ 
dents get a discount on their en¬ 
ergy bill if they qualify for £140 
off their annual electricity bill 
under the Warm Home Discount 
Scheme and if their energy sup¬ 
plier is part of the scheme and they 
are on a low income. 

Around 750,000 private renters 
are stuck in the coldest and 
draughtiest homes, new Citizens 
Advice analysis reveals. 

To heat their homes to a comfort¬ 
able standard, these tenants face 
spending £1,000 more than the na¬ 
tional average on their energy bills, 
but are reliant on landlords to 
make cost-saving improvements. 

Citizens Advice report that some 
750,000 private tenants are 
thought to be living in more than 
300,000 properties in England 
with the worst energy efficiency 
ratings of F and G. 

Renters living in these homes are 
twice as likely to suffer from damp 
than any other property, half a mil¬ 
lion have no access to central heat¬ 
ing or storage heaters, nearly two

thirds have no wall installation and 
less than half have modern con¬ 
densing boilers, which have been 
mandatory for any new or replace¬ 
ment installations since 2005. 

The Energy Act 2011 introduced 
a legal requirement for all rented 
properties to have an energy effi¬ 
cient rating of at least band E by 
2020. All new tenancies must 
meet band E standards by 2018. 

However, regulations introduced 
last year means landlords don’t 


have to take any action that costs 
them an upfront fee. 

Gillian Guy, chief executive of 
Citizens Advice, said: “Thousands 
of private tenants face a bleak win¬ 
ter in cold and draughty homes. 

“Not only do they suffer more 
problems with damp and poor 
heating, these private renters also 
pay way over the odds on energy 
bills to keep warm. 

“But with private tenants footing 
the cost of heating, landlords have 
little incentive to make upgrades. 

“Our research reveals that many 
landlords still have a long way to 
go to bring the worst energy wast¬ 
ing homes up to scratch, so it is 
vital the government takes action 
to insist that all landlords, who can 
afford to, raise standards in the 
homes they let.” 

Pensioners who qualify automat¬ 
ically for the Warm Home Discount 
Scheme - usually those who re¬ 
ceive Pension Credit Guarantee - 
will be informed directly by their 
energy company and should receive 
the rebate without applying for it. 

Residents can also apply for the 
£140 if their energy company op¬ 
erates a discretionary scheme and 
they meet their conditions. 

Companies include: Atlantic, 
British Gas, Co-operative Energy, 
EDF, E.ON, Ebico, Extra Energy, 
First Utility, Manweb, M&S En¬ 
ergy, Npower, OVO, Sainsbury’s 
Energy, SSE, Scottish Power, 
Utilita and Utility Warehouse.

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Prejudice Free Dorset host second annual hate crime conference 


PREJUDICE Free Dorset (PFD) held their second 
annual hate crime conference this month to chal¬ 
lenge prejudice and celebrate difference. 

In support of Hate Crime Awareness Week - 
which ran from October 8th to October 15 th — 
Dorset Police, the Office of the Police and Crime 
Commissioner and partners updated local commu¬ 
nity groups on progress made since the partner¬ 
ship’s inaugural hate crime conference in January. 

PFD is a multi-sector group including representa¬ 
tives from the public, private and voluntary sectors. 

The group works together to challenge prejudice 
in Dorset so that all individuals can go about their 
daily lives safely and with confidence. 

The conference provided a platform for local 
community groups to work with PFD to ensure that 
the partnership continues to pursue a positive, pro¬ 
portionate and persistent approach to tackling prej¬ 
udice, which reflects the real issue in Dorset. 

Superintendent Nicole Searle, Dorset Police hate 
crime lead and prejudice free chair, said: “Our mes¬ 
sage is clear: hate crime will never be tolerated, vic¬ 
tims will be supported and perpetrators of such 
crimes will be brought to justice, wherever possi¬ 
ble. 

“I welcome the most recent statistics [cumulative 
results from the victim satisfaction surveys 2015/16 


carried out by Dorset Police] that show improve¬ 
ments in Dorset Police’s performance when dealing 
with hate crime. 

“Satisfaction with treatment by staff has increased 
to 95.8 per cent from 88.2 per cent, satisfaction with 
making contact with the police has increased to 
94.7 per cent from 88.5 per cent, and importantly, 
positive outcome rates have increased from 26.2 per 
cent to 35.7 per cent. 

“Behind the statistics, it is events like these where 
stakeholders and community groups come together, 
that help to remove barriers to reporting, improve 
processes for victims and maintain a partnership ap¬ 
proach that reflects the real issues facing our local 
communities.” 

During the conference, workshops took place to 
consider how progress can be made when educating 
the public about hate crime, how these messages 
can best be communicated and how victims and 
witnesses can be encouraged to report hate inci¬ 
dents. 

Kerry McGeachy, contract manager for the char¬ 
ity Victim Support in Dorset, said: “Hate crime can 
be highly distressing as people are targeted because 
of who they are or who or what their attacker thinks 
they are. It can also have a wider impact on com¬ 
munities. 

“We know that many 
victims suffer in silence, 
so it is vitally important 
that they are encouraged 
to come forward for 
help, knowing that they 
will be taken seriously 
and get the support they 
need. 

“Victim support offers 
free and confidential 


help to anyone affected by hate crime, regardless of 
whether they choose to report what has happened 
to the police.” 

The conference also provided an opportunity to 
consult with local com¬ 
munity groups on the 
applicability to Dorset 
of the government’s na¬ 
tional ‘Action Against 
Hate’ plan. 

Insights offered will 
directly shape the full 
PFD report, which will 
be published in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Colin Pipe, deputy 
Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, 
said: “Many people can 
be victims of hate crime 
and targeted for their 
race, sexuality, religion, 
disability or transgender 
identity. 

“It is encouraged that 
more hate crimes are 
being reported in 
Dorset, however, we 
know that this type of 
crime is generally under 
reported, often because 
victims are unsure or 
scared to tell anyone. 

“We need everyone 
working within the 
criminal justice system 
and the public generally 
to take hate crime seri¬ 


ously to ensure that everyone can access help and 
support, for example through the hate crime app 
which allows individuals to report in the privacy of 
their own homes.”

Bin charges labelled 'unfair' 


ANTI-litter campaign¬ 
ers have criticised pro¬ 
posals to charge for 
kerbside recycling 
bins as "unfair and im¬ 
practical." 

The Dorset Waste 
Partnership (DWP) is 
considering charging 
for the first time to 
provide bins to new 
customers - and to 
charge for those 
whose bins are dam¬ 
aged, stolen on lost. 

"My immediate reaction was that 
this proposed charge on household¬ 
ers is quite unfair and impractical. I 
can see new householders simply 
refusing to have a bin, and surely 
the DWP wouldn't have the legal 
right to insist they do when a charge 
is involved?" said Felicity McLaren 
from the Stop the Drop organisation 
which campaigns against littering. 

"Fifty-five pounds is actually quite 
a lot for a household to find... 

"As for the charge for replacing 
lost or damaged bins, what would 
be the easiest thing for someone to 
do who needs a replacement? Un¬ 
less you burn your property address 
into the plastic your bin could easily 
find its way into someone else's gar¬ 
den and you would have no idea 
where it went." 

She points out that apart from 
damaging a bin by running over it in 
a car, or someone setting fire to it, as 
has happened this week in Wey¬ 
mouth, the most likely way damage 
could be caused to a bin is by the 


refuse collectors. 

"How do you lose a 
240-litre bin unless 
someone else steals 
it? In which case, why 
should you pay for re¬ 
placement?" 

The DWP says it is 
considering the new 
charges to help meet 
the cost of delivery 
bins to new cus¬ 
tomers. 

The organisation 
claims that each year 
around 900 new properties are built 
in Dorset - costing £46,000 to pur¬ 
chase and deliver bins. 

Over the same period around 
9,000 bins across the county are 
damaged, or lost, and need replac¬ 
ing at a cost of £159,000. 

The organisation is running a 
public consultation over the pro¬ 
posals which will continue until 
November 18th with a decision 
being made in the New Year 
whether or not to press ahead with 
the new charges. 

Chair of the DWP committee, Cllr 
Tony Alford, said: "As well as main¬ 
taining a high level of service to the 
public, we regularly review our costs 
to identify areas where savings can 
be made. 

"We want to hear what people 
think of the suggestions by com¬ 
pleting our online survey.

Local schools'trust celebrates'excellent'year 



THE schools within the Minerva Learning 
Trust (MLT) - which includes Bridport Pri¬ 
mary School, Burton Bradstock Primary 
School, St Mary’s Primary School and the 
Sir John Colfox Academy - are celebrating 
a year of excellent results for their students. 

The MLT report that all three primary 
schools have been improving year on year 
when it comes to the phonics test in Year 
One and are above the national average. 

At Key Stage One there is significant im¬ 
provements in maths and reading and at 
Key Stage Two all of the schools were 
above the national average in either attain¬ 
ment or progress. 

The Sir John Colfox Academy celebrated 
results that were above the national average 
and progress scores which are in line with 
expectations for this year group. 

Kay Taylor, executive principal of the 
Minerva Learning Trust, said: “We are in a 
really strong position. 

“I am really enjoying my new role which 
allows me to work with four such good 
schools. They are outward looking, always 
keen to improve and absolutely dedicated to 
providing the best possible experience for 
the children in their care.” 

The MLT recently had its first conference 
for all the staff, focusing on working to¬ 
gether to improve the quality of teaching, 
learning and support in their schools. 

Helen Larmer, headteacher of St Mary’s 
Primary School, said: “I really do believe 
that the way schools can make things better 
for all our children is to work collabora- 
tively rather than competitively. 

“There is so much talent in our schools 
and good practice to be shared, it is just a 
matter of finding the time to work together 
and the Minerva Learning Trust can make 
this happen.” 

The MLT is developing projects to sup¬ 


port and improve teaching in our schools. 

Working with Andy Tynemouth of Edge 
Hill University, the schools are involved in 
a year long project to improve the teaching 
of mathematics. 

Teachers of English and literacy are em¬ 
barking on project focused on language and 
communication. 

The schools are also developing their re¬ 
lationship with educational psychologist, 
Jeremy Side, to do more in-depth training 
on aspects of special educational needs. 

Claire Staple, headteacher of Burton 
Bradstock Primary School, said: “Working 
together as four schools is really beginning 
to pay off. 

“It is a wonderful opportunity for our staff 
and children, in a relatively small school, to 
reap the benefits of belonging to a larger or¬ 
ganisation.” 

The Edge, a framework for schools which 
helps students develop personal and employ- 
ability skills, has been a successful pro¬ 
gramme in the Sir John Colfox Academy and 
is now being extended to the primary schools.

CUTTING-EDGE blues singer, songwriter and bottle¬ 
neck slide guitarist Catfish Keith has established him¬ 
self as one of the most exciting country blues 
performers of our time. Catfish's innovative style of 
foot-stomping, deep Delta Blues and American roots 
music has spellbound audiences the world over, and 
on Saturday, November 5th he is coming to Dorchester 
Arts. He has reinvented the guitar with great power 
and artistry, and brings a rare beauty and vitality to his 
music.

His travels took him to the Caribbean, where 
in the Virgin Islands he crewed briefly on a sail¬ 
boat, soaking up a wealth of island sounds.

Though he 
grew up on the Mississippi River, Catfish earned
